AND  STATISTICS 
VENANGO  CAMPUS  OF 
CLARION  UNIVERSITY 

The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  requrei 
ail  colleges  to  report  the  statistics  of 
criminal  happenings  and  the  security  policies 
of  the  campus.  The  following  report  is  v\ 
response  to  the  requirements  of  the 
College  and  University  Security  Information 
Act.  During  the  1986-19SS  period  there 
were  three  criminal  offenses  reported  on 
the  campus:  (1986-87)  one  disorderly 
conduct,  (1987-38)  one  theft,  and 
(1988-89)  one  attempted  break-in.  This 
represents  a  yearly  overall  crime  rate  of 
0.002  (one  crime  a  year  per  approximately 
503  full-time  equivalent  students  and 
employees.)  Uenango  Campus  had  786 
undergraduate  students  enrolled  in  the  fall 
of  1989.  There  are  no  graduate  programs 
on  the  campus.  There  were  approximately 
65  university  employees  with  full  or 
part-time  assignments  on  the  Uenango 
Campus,  The  Dean's  Office,  located  in 
Frame  Hall,  is  responsible  for  campus 
security.  A  bonded  security  service  is 
contracted  annually  to  conduct  random 
patrols  of  the  campus  during  the  night 
hours.  The  campus  maintains  a  close 
working  relationship  with  the  Oil  City  Police 
Department  and  the  Clarion  University 
Department  of  Public  Safety.  Faculty  have 
access  to  their  offices,  laboratories,  and 
the  buildings  thereof.  The  director  of 
student  activities  also  has  access  to  the 
Student  Union.  The  library  staff  has 
access  to  the  library  building  and  the 
offices.  The  dean  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
and  her  secretaries  have  access  to  all  of 
the  rooms  in  Montgomery  Hall.  Total  access 
is  restricted  to  the  employees  of  the 
cleaning  company,  the  security  guards,  the 
dean,  the  dean's  assistant,  the  two  main 
office  secretaries,  and  the  two 
maintenance  men.  Students  are  given 
access  to  facilities  with  the  presence  of  a 
security  guard,  a  faculty  member  or  a 
student  senator.  Guests  of  students  are 
not  given  access  to  facilities  when 
accompanied  by  the  student,  Outside 
agencies  are  occasionally  allowed  to  use  a 
campus  facility  with  the  formal  prior 
approval  of  the  dean.  All  instances  of 
criminal  actions  are  reported  to  the  dean  in 
Frame  Hall.  The  dean  reports  all  instances 
of  criminal  actions  to  the  Oil  City  Police  and 
the  Clarion  University  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  Alcohol  is  not  allowed  on  campus. 
Possession,  use,  and  sale  of  illegal  drugs  will 
be  prosecuted,  Weapons  are  not  allowed  on 
campus.  The  student  newspaper  is  used  to 
inform  the  campus  community  about 
security  matters.  There  is  no  student 
housing  on  campus,  so  there  are  no  student 
housing  policies.

ANY 
HOMELESS  IN 
VENANGO 
COUNTY? 
Ask  anyone  on  the  street  and 
they  would  answer  "definitely 
not!"  The  question  being  "are 
there  any  homeless  in 
Venango  County?"   If  you 
answered  none,  you  are  not 
alone  in  your  thinking. 
However,  last  year  in  Venango 
County  the  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity  provided  case 
management  and  housing 
assistance  to  600  people. 
While  there  are  no  people 
sleeping  on  grates,  there  are 
people  with  no  permanent 
night  time  residence  to  call 
"home."   This  means  children 
don't  get  registered  in  school 
and  don't  always  have  a  bed 
to  sleep  in,  or  food  to  eat. 
Venango  County  has  a  high 
rate  of  unemployment  and  has 
been  hard  hit.   These  are 
proud  people,  many  of  whom 
have  never  needed 
assistance  before.   It  could  be 
any  of  us,  a  friend,  a  relative, 
or  a  neighbor.   Awareness 
that  the  problem  exists  is  the 
first  step  to  a  solution.   Food, 
clothing,  and  shelter  are 
necessities  that  not  everyone 
is  privileged  to  have,  just  ask 
any  of  the  600  people  helped 
last  year.  -Denise  Pickens,

THE  STATE  COAT  OF  ARMS 

The  Pennsylvania  coat  of 
arms  was  seldom  used  until 
after  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  when  the  State 
coat  of  arms  appeared  on  the 
state  paper  money  issued  in 
1777.   In  1778,  Caleb  Lownes 
of  Philadelphia  prepared  a 
coat  of  arms,  heraldic  in 
design,  with  the  shield  and 
crest  similar  to  the  shield  and 
crest  of  the  Seal  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania;  the 
supporters  for  the  shield  and 
crest  were  two  black  horses, 
harnessed  for  drawing  a 
vehicle,  rearing  oil  their  hind 
legs,  and  facing  each  other  on 
either  side  of  the  shield. 
Behind  each  horse  was  a  stalk 
of  corn;  below  the  shield  a 
cornstalk  and  an  olive  branch 
were  crossed;  and  across  the 
base  of  the  coat  of  arms  was 
looped  a  streamer  bearing  the 
State's  motto,  "Virtue,  Liberty, 
and  Independence."   In  1874, 
the  General  Assembly 
approved  a  commission  to 
prescribe  one  official  coat  of 
arms  for  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania.   In  1875,  this 
commission  reported  to  the 
General  Assembly  the  Coat  of 
Arms  with  the  heraldic  design.

Only  one  container  of  oil  was 
left  uncontaminated,  enough  to 
keep  the  Temple  menorah  lit 
for  a  single  day.    Instead,  the 
oil  lasted  for  eight  days.    To 
keep  the  memory  of  that 
miraculous  event  alive,  a 
Chanukah  lamp  (menorah)  is  lit 
every  year.    The  number  of 
candles  placed  in  the  menorah 
increases  each  night  for  a 
total  of  eight  candles,  plus  the 
shamash,  used  to  light  the 
candles.    The  candles  are  put 
in  the  menorah  from  right  to 
ieft,  as  Hebrew  is  read)  but  lit 
from  the  left,  so  the  one  put  in 
last  is  lit  first.

On  Wed.,  Nov.  28,  Nursing  463  (Acute  Care)  had 
a  guest  speaker  that  lectured  on  the  issue  of 
iegai  implications  in  relationship  to  domestic 
violence  (i.e.  spouse  abuse,  child  abuse).    The 
speaker,  Lisa  Allen  RN.  BSN  is  a  senior  law 
student  at  Duquesne  University  in  Pittsburgh. 

A  summary  of  the  lecture  included  types  of 
abuse:    physical  battering,  psychological  abuse, 
sexual  abuse,  destruction  of  meaningful  things* 
Common  characteristics  of  an  "abuser"  include: 
learned  family  behavior  (often  abused  as  a 
child),  insecure  feelings,  substance  abuser,  and 
dependency  upon  others.   It  is  estimated  that 
23%  of  women  that  are  continually  battered 
actually  commit  suicide,  and  every  15  seconds 
"someone"  is  domestically  victimized. 

The  overall  goal  of  the  lecture  was  to  further 
educate  registered  nurses  on  the  importance 
of  assisting  clients/families  on  the  issue  of 
domestic  violence  and  ways  to  implement  legal 
action,  if  needed.

On  February  14th  millions  of  Valentines  are  sent.   Who  would  think  that  this 
harmless  custom  which  began  many  thousands  of  years  ago  had  its  origins  in  pagan 
tradition  connected  with  the  mating  of  birds,  an  ancient  lottery  for  sweethearts, 
and  the  martyr's  death  of  a  Christian  bishop?   In  ancient  times  the  middle  of 
February  was  .considered  the  season  of  Spring.   During  this  time  birds  chose  their 
mates,  which  represented  an  expression  of  love.   The  Roman  Lupercalia,  a  pagan 
festival  ritual  honoring  Juno  was  a  unique  kind  of  lottery.   Young  girls  wrote 
their  names  on  slips  of  paper  and  these  were  placed  in  a  box  from  which  the 
boys  drew  a  name.   The  girl  drawn  by  a  young  man  became  his  sweetheart,  for 
a  year,  until  the  next  Lupercalia.   Valentine  was  a  pagan  priest  of  the 
3rd  century  A.D.  who  was  converted  to  Christianity  and  became  a  bishop. 
It  is  said  that  at  the  time  the  Roman  Emperor,  Claudius,  had  decided 
to  abolish  the  institution  of  marriage,  because  he  felt  that  husbands 
did  not  make  good  soldiers.   Valentine  considered  such  policy 
against  the  spirit  of  God  and  of  human  nature.   Because  he 
secretly  married  young  lovers,  he  was  arrested  and  imprisoned. 
While  in  prison  it  is  said  he  cured  the  jailer's  daughter 
of  blindness.   Legend  contends  that  he  fell  in  love 
with  the  jailer's  daughter  and  sent  her  a  letter 
which  he  signed,   "From  you  Valentine."   St. 
Valentine  was  murdered  on  February  14, 
269  A.D.

THE  VENANGO  CAMPUS    was  established 
in  1961=    Locai  money  was  raised  to  procure 
the  present  sixty-two  acre  site  and  to 
erect  the  first  classroom  building,  which 
opened  in  January,  1962.    This  first 
building  served  not  only  as  clsssrooms 
it  also  housed  the  bookstore,  the  library,  and 
a  study/cafeteria  area.    The  classroom 
building  was  later  named  the  Richard  C. 
Frame  building,  in  memory  of  the  late 
State  Senator  from  Franklin. 


RICHARD  C.  FRAME 

Senator  Frame  lobbied  on  behalf  of  the 
local  institution  for  recognition,  funds,  and 
new  programs.    He  was  the  keynote 
speaker  at  many  of  the  campus'  formal 
activities. 

On  June  24,  1965  ground  was  broken  for 
the  campus  dormitory.    Participants  in  the 
ceremony  used  a  gold  shovel  which  was 
subsequently  melted  down,  and  the  proceeds 
were  contributed  to  the  campus  building 
fund.    The  campus  dormitory  was  named  in 
honor  of  J.  G.  Montgomery,  Jr.    As  former 
Mayor  Joseph  Barr  stated,  "He  furnished  our 
community  with  much  of  its  spirit,  quality 
and  direction."    One  of  the  interests  for 
Mr.  Montgomery  and  his  wife  was  modern 
square  dancing. 


The  Rhoades  Center  was  named  for  R.  W 
Rhoades  in  February  of  1976.    Through  his 
efforts  the  establishment  of  the  Venango 
Campus  was  transformed  from  idea  to 
reality.    After  the  creation  of  the  branch 
college  here  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Campus  Advisory  Committee  and  on  the 
Clarion  State  College  Board  of  Trustees. 

NO  PHOTOGRAPH  AVAILABLE 

Suhr  Library,  which  opened  on  July  6,  1976, 
was  named  for  Charles  L.  Suhr.    He  served 
Pennzoil  Company  for  72  years,  starting  his 
career  as  a  clerical  worker  at  age  15  to 
eventually  become  the  president  and 
chairman  of  the  board.    Mr.  Suhr  was  one 
of  the  five  founders  of  Venango  Campus, 
Inc.

Educators  from  several  area

I  he  dear 
Governor  apparently  doesn't 
feel  that  Venango  Campus 
students  are  deserving  of  the 
one-tenth  to  one-fifteenth  of  a 
percent  of  that  budget 
needed.

funds  for  nearly  two  years  so 
renovation  of  Montgomery  Hall 
could  begin,  but  to  no  avail.

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QUESTIONS  ADDRESSED  AT  SENATE  MEETING 


Last  Thursday's  Student 
Senate  Meeting  saw  a  great 
increase  in  student 

attendance,  creating  a  larger 
amount  of  discussion  between 
the  students  and  the  Senate. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by 
31  students  and  1  faculty 
member,  with  all  members  of 
Senate  present.  Most  of  the 
students  remained  silent 
throughout  the  first  half  hour 
of  the  meeting,  but  began  to 
ask  questions  when  a  Student 
Senate  fundraiser  was  brought 
up. 

Senator  Paul  Grunenwald 
presented  Senate  with  a 
proposal  for  a  volleyball 
tournament  to  be  held  April  27, 
Grunenwald  said  the 

tournament  would  be 

sponsored  by  Barr's 

Insurance,  and  would  be  a 
fundraiser  for  the  Student 
Senate.  The  funds  raised 
would  then  be  used  to 
purchase  jackets  for  the 
senators. 

This  proposal  sparked  the 
attending  students  to  question 
the  Senate  on  exactly  where 
the  funds  were,  coming  from 
for  the  purchase  of  the 
jackets.  The  Senate  explained 
that  the  funds  were  not 
coming  from  future  student 
income  funds,  as  stated  in  the 
minutes  of  the  March  7 
meeting.  Instead,  the  jackets 
will  be  paid  for  through 
Student  Senate  fundraisers, 
such  as  the  volleyball 
tournament. 

After  more  discussion  on  the 
funds  for  Senate  jackets,  Mark 
Yashinski  presented  the 
Senate  with  two  petitions 
against  Senate  actions,  One 
petition  objected  to  the  use  of 


student  income  funds  for 
Senate  jackets  (an  issue  that 
had  already  been  discussed 
at  the  meeting),  and  the  other 
protested  the  restriction  of 
tape  recording  the  Senate 
meetings. 

Debate  soon  began  over 
whether  the  taping  of 
meetings  should  be  allowed. 
Members  of  the  Senate 
expressed  their  hesitancy  to 
allow  the  recordings,  because 
they  wanted  students  to 
come  to  the  meetings  in 
person.  Some  students  at  the 
meeting  told  the  Senate  that 
they  and  other  adult  learners 
often  have  other  commitments 
which  do  not  permit  them  to 
attend  the  meetings.  The 
point  was  also  brought  up  that 
if  the  meetings  were  recorded, 
the  secretary  for  the  Senate 
would  find  it  easier  to  type  up 
the  minutes.

a  new  election  committee  to 
proceed  with  the  election 
process.  Finch  also  asked 
any  students  interested  in 
helping  with  the  referendum 
vote  and  the  fall  elections  to 
contact  Lonnie  Heeter.

Dear  Bulletin  Editor, 
In  response  to  the  situations 
that  have  recently  developed 
to  put  the  Student  Senate  at 
odds  with  the  student  body  i 
would  like  to  share  a  few 
thoughts  that  might  ease  some 
tension  over  these  issues. 
After  attending  last  week's 
senate  meeting,  I  was 
encouraged  to  hear  several 
issues  cleared  up  that 
prompted  some  heated 
response  from  the  students.  It 
is  unfortunate  that  that  some 
senators  feel  we 

accomplished  nothing.  It  was 
a  relief  to  learn  many  of  the 
misunderstandings  between 
the  student  body  and  the 
student  senate  were  the 
result  of  several  clerical 
errors  in  the  minutes  of 
previous  senate  meetings.  1 
question,  however,  why  there 
seems  to  be  such  a  problem 
with  accuracy  in  recording 
and  transcribing  something 
that  obviously  provokes  a 
great  deal  of  response  and 
should  be  handled  more 
professionally.  i  think  that 
many  students  would  consider 
this  job  to  u6  exceptionally 
well  paid  and  should, 
therefore,  be  well-performed. 
The  alternative  has  proven 
disastrous. 

The  point  of  our  high 
percentage  of  nontraditionai 
student  census  being  unable 
to  take  advantage  of  clubs, 
activities,  and  senate 

meetings  cannot  be 

emphasized         enough.  It's 

essentially  the  biggest  factor 
in  determining  how  and  why 
we  do  things  as  we  do  at 
Venango  Campus.  If  student 
input  is  really  what  senators 
want,  they  can  readily 
receive  it,  but  only  if  they 
value  it  enough  to  go  after  it. 
It  appears  the  format  to  which 
we  so  desperately  cling  may 
be  obsolete  for  our  particular 
student  body's  needs. 

Consider,  please,  some 

suggestions  on  improving 
student  input  which  might,  in 
turn,  improve  student 

attendance  at  senate 

meetings: 


*  Hold  noon-time  Senate 
Forums  at  which  a  senator 
explains  an  issue  before  the 
senate  and  asks  for  a  straw 
vote.  This  can  be  done  at 
various  times  during  the  week 
at  Rhoades  Hall  taking 
approximately  iO  minutes. 
Encourage  those  who  wish  to 
discuss/debate  the  issue  to 
attend  the  next  Student 
Senate  meeting.  USE  THIS 
INPUT  WHEN  CASTING  THE 
FINAL  VOTE. 

*  For  those  unable  to  attend 
senate  meetings  or  forums, 
present  the  issues  in  the 
Bulletin  and  encourage  the 
student  to  submit  their  vote 
and/or  input  in  the  ballot  box 
in  Rhoades  Hall  with  the 
assurance  this  will  be  shared 
a_t  the  next  senate  meeting. 

The  idea  here  is  not  to  wring 
our  hands  over  poor  meeting 
attendance,  but  to  genuinely 
seek  to  understand  the 
feelings  of  the  student  body 
and  to  implement  that 
information  into  the  decisions 
and  policies  of  the  student 
senate.      Getting    people    into

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they're  angry  over  their 
representation  is  not  a  good 
indication  that  we  are  working 
together.  Nor  is  simply 
stuffing  warm  bodies  into  the 
auditorium  seats  going  to 
guarantee  responses. 
I  was  surprised  a  the  lack  of 
respect  shown  by  some 
senators  towards  those  whom 
they  are  representing.  The 
senate  body  appeared 

unaware  that  the  students 
were  trying  to  express  the 
desire  that  the  senators 
consider  using  more  prudence 
and  common  sense  in  their 
spending  habits.  Replacing 
borrowed  funds  before 

spending  more  money 

(especially  for  something  as 
nonessential  as  matching 
jackets  for  the  senators) 
would  be  a  good  starting 
point.

POLLING 

Venango  Campus  students 
voted  to  reverse  two  actions 
of  Student  Senate  in  last 
weeks  referendum  polling. 
One  hundred  and  two  students 
voted  on  the  measures. 

The  first  referendum  asked 
whether  the  students  were 
opposed  to  or  in  favor  of  the 
Student  Senate  purchasing 
matching  jackets  with  funds 
from  student  activities 
fundraisers.  Seventy-three 

students  opposed  the 

measures,  and  twenty-nine 
supported  the  purchase. 

The  second  referendum 
questioned  whether  students 
should  be  allowed  to  tape 
Student  Senate  meetings. 
Ninety  students  voted  that 
the  students  should  be  able  to 
record  the  meetings,  and 
twelve  voted  in  favor  of 
restricting  the  taping  of 
senate  meetings. 

The  referendums  were  the 
result  of  two  petitions 
presented  to  Student  Senate 
at  their  March  21st  meeting.

I'M  CURIOUS

The  main  purpose  of  last 
Thursday's  Student  Senate 
meeting  was  for  the  Senate 
and  representatives  from 
each  of  the  clubs  to  discuss 
the  individual  club  budgets. 

After  the  meeting  came  to 
order  and  the  minutes  of  the 
past  week's  meeting  were 
approved,  Senate  President 
Rob  Finch  began  the  budget 
discussions  by  stating  that  all 
budget  proposals  combined 
added  up  to  over  $69,000, 
while  the  actual  amount 
available  to  the  clubs  is  under 
$48,000.  Therefore,  he  stated 
that  the  budgets  would  need 
to  be  cut  by  a  total  of  over 
$21,000. 

As  Senate  went  through  each 
club's  budget,  small  cuts  were 
suggested  here  and  there,  and 
no  large  problems  arose. 
Many  of  the  clubs  had 
requested  small  amounts  and 
provided      for      little      or      no 


cushion,  and  I  believe  Senate! 
realized  this. 

i  he  iast  budget  to  be 
covered  was  the  CAB  budget, 
which  came  to  a  total  of  over 
$31,000.  I  was  amazed  to  see 
some  of  the  items  on  the  CAB 
budget  and  their  costs.  For 
instance,  $3,500  was 

requested  for  both  the 
Christmas  and  Spring  Dinner 
Dances.  I  would  like  to  know 
what  expenses  to  put  on  a; 
dinner  dance  could  possibly 
add  up  to  $3,500.  We  must 
also  remember  that  students 
pay  for  admission  to  these 
dances. 

Another  coupie  of  items  on 
the  CAB  budget  struck  me  as 
being         redundant.  Under 

'Speciai  b vents/  a  Halloween 
Party  on  Train  is  listed,  with  a 
proposed  amount  of  $150;  and 
under  "Dances"  is  listed  a 
Halloween  Dance,  at  a 
projected  cost  of  $1,700.  Is  it 
really  necessary  to  hold  two 
similar  events  in  the  same 
month  (possibly  even  the 
same  week)?  With  the 
extreme  difference  in  cost, 
why  would  a  Halloween  Dance 
even  be  a  consideration? 
Looking  over  the  rest  of  the 
CAB  budget,  I  see  some 
wonderful  ideas  for  events, 
and  i  am  sure  many  of  them 
came  from  the  NACA 
convention.  While  these  are 
great  ideas,  I  think  it's 
necessary  for  the  CAB  and 
Senate  to  remember  that  we 
are  a  small  campus  with  a 
much  smaller  student 

activities  budget  than  most 
campuses.  Some  activities 
cannot  be  justified  when  using 
up  such  a  large  portion  of  the 
budget. 

in  closing,  i  would  like  to  say 
that  IN  NO  WAY  do  I  envy  any 
of  the  Senators  this  week. 
The  job  they  have  in  front  of 
them  is  an  enormous  one.  We 
will  find  out  at  this  Thursday's 
Student  Senate  meeting  how 
well  they  have  performed  at 
possibly  their  most  difficult 
task  of  the  year,  I  hope  they 
are  able  to  keep  the  needs 
and  interests  of  the  entire 
student  body  in  mind  as  they 
do  their  budget  trimming.

The  tornado  drill  was  part  of 
Pennsylvania's  6th  Annual 
Weather  Awareness  Week. 
Those  who  survived  the  drill 
followed  the  safety 

procedures  of  the  campus. 
Because  the  campus  is  not 
equipped  with  any  sort  of 
sound  alert  device  to  alert 
people  to  an  emergency, 
specific  individuals  on  campus 
have  been  appointed  to  notify 
each  building  of  any 
emergency.

Does  garbage  along 

Pennsylvania  highways  bother 
you?  We  as  a  campus  can 
and  should  get  involved  in 
helping  to  "Keep  Pennsylvania 
Beautiful."  "Adopt-A-Highway" 
is  a  program  sponsored  by 
Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Transportation,  that  partners 
citizen  volunteers  with 

PennDOT  to  provide  cleaner 
roadsides.  Cleaner  highways 
present  a  better  impression  to 
travelers  and  tourists  visiting 
our  state. 

Groups,  clubs  or  organizations 
agree  to  adopt  a  two-mile 
section  of  highway  for  a 
period  of  at  least  two  years. 
Litter  is  picked  up  four  times  a 
year,  with  PennDOT  providing 
safety  materials,  signs,  vests 
and  bags,  Adoption  signs  are 
posted,  by  PennDOT,  on  each 
end  of  the  two-mile  area  a 
group  might  adopt,  designating 
what  club  or  organization  is 
responsible  for  that  area. 
Your  club  gets  exposure  and 
publicity,  while  Pennsylvania 
gets  help  to  clean  up  its 
150,000  acres  of  roadside. 

Community  support  is  needed 
for  anti-litter  and  highway 
beautification  programs.  As  I 
have  traveled  through  Clarion 
County  over  the  last  few 
months,  the  highway  adoption 
program  signs  have  become 
very  noticeable.

These  are 
proud  people,  many  of  whom 
have  not  needed  assistance 
before.  It  could  be  any  of  us, 
a  friend,  a  relative,  or  a 
neighbor.  Awareness  that  the 
problem  exists  is  the  first  step 
to  a  solution.  Food,  clothing, 
and  shelter  are  necessities 
that  not  everyone  is 
privileged  to  have.

on  a  package?  What  does 
"OZONE  FRIENDLY"  or 

"BIODEGRADABLE"  rea//y 

mean? 

With  the  increasing 

environmental  awareness  that 
has  been  going  on  over  the 
past  decade,  more  consumers 
today  are  being  selective  in 
the  products  that  they  buy. 
Manufacturers  and  suppliers 
are  quick  to  catch  on  to  the 
latest  consumer  trend.  Many 
manufacturers  have  created 
new  terminology  that  has 
added  to  the  environmentally 
conscience  consumer's  woes 
when  buying  at  the  store. 
Labels  such  as  "organic," 
"biodegradable,"  "recyclable," 
and  "made  from  recycled 
material"  often  lure  a  shopper 
into  buying  a  product  that 
may  be  hazardous  to  the 
environment. 

Legislature,  both  on  the 
national  and  state  level,  is 
being  introduced  in  order  to 
clear  up  the  confusion  with  the 
labels  that  manufacturers  are 
using  today.  The  proposed 
bill(s)  that  are  being 
introduced  want  to  regulate 
and  define  the  iabeis  being 
used  on  packaging.  In  order 
to  clear  up  some  confusion, 
the  folowing  is  a  list  of 
commonly  used  terms. 
BIODEGRADABLE:  Under 

special  circumstance,  the 
materials  that  make  up  the 
product  will,  with  time,  break 
down  into  their  original 
components.  This  doesn't 
mean  that  the  product  is  safe 
to  the  environment.  (Many 
toxic  chemicals  will  break 
down  with  time.) 
DEGRADABLE:  Generally,  used 
to  mean  the  same  as 
biodegradable.  Degradable 

products  will  break  down  with 
time. 

PHOTODEGRADABLE:  Products 
that  are  photodegradable 
require  light  (sunlight)  in  the 
decomposition  process.  Often, 
products  thrown  out  in  the 
weekly  trash  are  sent  to  the 
land  fill  and  are  buried.  The 
photodegradable  qualities  are 
then  useless. 
RECYCLED;   This  label  can 


mean  that  the  product 
intended  for  use  is  made  from 
recycled  material  or  it  can 
mean  that  the  packaging  is 
made  from  recycled  material. 
To  tell  is  a  package  is  made 
from  recycled  paper,  the 
cardboard  will  have  a  grayish 

RECYCLABLE:  Again,  this  label 
can  refer  to  the  packaging  or 
the  product  intended  for  use 
or  both.  Check  with  your  local 
recycling  center  to  see  if  they 
will  accept  the  materials  that 
the  product  is  made  of.  Many 
consumers  are  disappointed 
when  they  buy  a  product  that 
isn't  accepted  by  their  local 
recycling  centers,  garbage 
collectors,  or  landfill. 
EARTH  FRIENDLY:  This  is  a 
new  label  that  makes  the 
consumer  feel  good  that 
they're  buying  some 

manufacturer's  product.  What 
it  means  exactly  isn't  known 
to  the  recognized 

organizations  that  monitor 
manufacturing  and  product 
distribution.  The  implication  is 
that  the  product  or  the 
packaging  won't  hurt  the 
environment.  Again,  it  says 
iittle  of  the  manufacturing 
processes  or  the  safe 
disposal  of  the  product  or  its 
packaging. 

OZONE  FRIENDLY:  With  the 
ban  of  products  that 
contained  fluorocarbons, 

anything  that  was 

manufactured  in  a  "pump" 
spray  bottle  was  considered 
"ozone  friendly."  Be  sure  that 
the  chemicals  used  are 
"friendly  to  the  environment." 
Products  that  have  been 
found  to  be  hazardous  to  the 
air  environment  are 

hydrocarbon  products  (or 
products  that  are 

manufactured  from  crude  oil 
or  natural  gas)  and  are  found 
in  most  organic  solvents. 
ORGANIC:  This  is  a  term  that 
has  opened  a  can  of  worms! 
Organic  is  probably  the  most 
misleading  and  dangerous 
term  used  by  manufacturers 
today.  The  manufacturer's 
definition  of  organic  can  mean 
anything  that  comes  from  the 
earth.  Don't  be  fooled  by  this 
label    Under  this  definition,

known  toxins  such  as  RADON, 
can  be  considered  "organic." 
The  next  time  you're  out 
shopping  be  aware  of  what 
you're  buying.  What  is  on  the 
label  may  not  be  the  exact 
truth,  do  your  homework  and 
find  out  what  products  are 
good  or  bad  for  the 
environment.  If  you  have  any 
questions,  call  or  write  to  the 
manufacturer  to  clear  up  any 
questions  about  the  products 
you  may  be  using.  Local 
recycling  centers  and 

agriculture  extenion  offices, 
listed  in  the  local  phone 
directory,  are  also  good 
sources  of  information  about 
environmental  concerns. 


THE  PA  COAT  OF  ARMS 

The  Pennsylvania  Coat  of 
Arms  was  seldom  used  until 
after  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  when  the  State 
Coat  of  Arms  appeared  on  the 
state  paper  money  issued  in 
1777.  In  1778,  Caleb  Lownes 
of  Philadelphia  prepared  a 
coat  of  arms,  "  heraldic  in 
design,  with  the  shield  and 
crest  similar  to  the  shield  and 
crest  of  the  Seal  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania:  the 

supporters  for  the  shield  and 
crest  were  two  black  horses, 
harnessed  for  drawing  a 
vehicle,  rearing  on  their"  hind 
legs,  and  facing  each  other  on 
either  side  of  the  shield. 
Behind  each  horse  was  a  stalk 
of  corn;  below  the  shield  a 
cornstalk  and  an  olive  branch 
were  crossed;  and  across  the 
base  of  the  coat  of  arms  was 
looped  a  streamer  bearing  the 
state's  motto:  "Virtue,  Liberty, 
and  Independence."  In  1874, 
the  General  Assembly 

approved  a  commission  to 
prescribe  one  official  coat  of 
arms  for  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania^  -t  inj  ^575,  this 
commission  reported  To  the 
General  Assembly  the  coat  of 
arms  with  the  heraldic  desiqn. 
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
